SUMMARY

The Washoe County Commission will introduce and hold the first reading of an ordinance
amending Washoe County Code Chapter 55, by adding sections relating to the creation of the
Department of Regional Animal Services and the position and authority of the Director of
Regional Animal Services, and by revising provisions relating to the animal services center and

the authority of animal control officers.

PREVIOUS ACTION

On April 22,2014 the Board of County Commissioners established Washoe County Regional
Animal Services as a stand-alone department.

On June 17 , 2014 the Board of County Commissioners authorized initiation of proceedings to
amend Washoe County Code (Chapters 5 and 55) related to the creation of the Department of
Regional Animal Services.

BACKGROUND

Washoe County Code Chapter 55 was rewritten to create a unified animal control ordinance
which was adopted on June 14,2005 in accordance with the Interlocal Agreement entered into
by Washoe County, the City of Reno and the City of Sparks, to effectuate the consolidation of
animal services in the county. In accordance with that Interlocal Agreement and the
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Regional Animal Services, and specifying the powers and duties of the Director of Regional
Animal Services; by revising provisions relating to the animal services center; by making
changes to the definition of "animal control officer"; and by clarifying the powers and duties of
an animal control officer on May 12,2015 at 3:00 p.m.
